It has been atatcd 
that this fleet would sail from the far 
East for Honolulu for a practice cruise 
only, but navy pincers smile at this. 


The point Is that the "Asiatic coast 


alfords all opportunity necessary for 
bringing out seamanship and for gun 
•practice, and tlmt it. Is logical, In the 
light of recent events, to bcllovo that 
the fleet has been ordered, or will ro- 
cclvo orders at Honolulu, to continue 
to Panama: 


The presence at the Isthmus of the 


combined fleets of Rear Admirals Ev- 
ans and Glass would be sufficient In 
Itself to Insure good order, and Its ef- 
Ject on tho turbulent factions of the 
Isthmus would bo lasting. 


It Is assertcTi further that th'c possi- 


bility of n clnr.li with Germany over 
Isthmian affairs may have something 
to do with tho orders sent to Rear 
Admiral Evans. Tho clomont In Co- 
lombia opposed to tho United States 
control of the proposed waterway is 
said to have favored the Idea of open- 
Ins negotiations with Germany.

Prof. Wright Shows Parallels in His Life and 


That of Aeneas, Ulysses and 


the Savior. 


• Ono -was disposed to forget, while 
listening to Prof. Wright's narrative 
of tho adventures of Heracles'and of 
tho fate of this national hero of Hel- 
las In tho hands of 
the 
primitive 


sculptors and painters and their suc- 
cessors, that this dcml-god and the 
hydras and centaurs with which he 
contended wero -only creatures 
of 


fancy. So Intensely human waa tho 
picture tfcat tho listener conceived 
a certain sympathy and admiration 
for this magnified 
'human 
being 


••with his lion's skin, club, and quiver 
—and tho 
faithful 
dawn-goddess, 


Athene; who was over near him 
in 


the pictures thrown upon the screen. 


To the layman as a general thing 


reproductions of , primitive . sculpture 
or drawings on vases fail to convey 
any definite message or Impression. 
save that the. ancients liad mighty 
peculiar Ideas about art. Yet the lec- 
turer yesterday afternoon was 
ablo 


to persuade his audience that Car 
toonlst McCutcheon of the .Chicago 
Tribune employed exactly tho samo 
methods in depleting action as those 
•nsed by the early Grecian vase dec 
'orator. 
Tho representation of tho 


little transaction between 
Heracles 


and Atlas, rudely graven, in stono a 
few thousand years ago and partly ob- 
literated, became David Harumesque 
in its suggestion under tho skillful 
guidance ot Prof. Wright. 
Atlas 


had presumed on tho good nature ol 
Heracles to hold the universe on his 
iPiouldersl while lief went to <pludk 
some of tho apples of 
Kesperidcs. 


Returning he had about made up his 
mind to allow Heracles to hold 
the 


position permanently. 
The latter, 


however, surmised this intention anu 
pretended to accept tho 
situation 


cheerfully. 
All ho asked was that 


. Atlas should relieve him of tho burd- 
en for a moment In order that 
he 


might readjust himself for the task. 
Atlas; gladly acquiesced and 
was 


lost, as Heracles immediately took 
to Ills heels. 


The origin of tho myth of Heracles 


might be traced to an earlier civili- 
zation than that of the Greeks. As 
tlie wearer of-the lion's skin 
and 


master of the beasts he boro certain 
resemblances to the Sampson of the 
Old Testament. There was also tho 
historical possibility that ho was a 
real man and that 
starting 
with 
sonio great hero of Thebes the char- 
actor had gradually been built 
up 


through the ages. Tho myth might 
have been evolved by poetic minds, 
or through linguistic confusion, 
or 


by any or all of seven 
•processes 


elaborated 
In tho previous lecture. 


The name was derived from Hera— 
sky, and cles—glory, making 
the 


glory of the sky—the sun. Tho solar 
theory, of origin adapts Itself easily 
as Heracles was set . to 
perform 


twelve labors, from- which may eas- 
ily be derived the' twelve signs of 
the zodiac. 
I 


Heracles was the son of Zeus and 
' Alkmene. and was born in Thebes. 
Amphitryon was tho husband of Alk- 
mene whom Zeus loved and the lat- 
ter appeared often in hi* guise. With 
him was a servant who exactly re- 
sembled Amphitryon's servant. Plan- 
ttis mado a' good play with 
these 


characters and Shakespeare adapted 
It in "The Comedy of Errors." Hero, 
the goddess of tho bluo 
heavens, 


was angry at Alkmcno and the now 
born babe and sent two great snakes 
which the child promptly strangled. 
Tho mythical- troubles and precocity 
of the-child were always 
favorite 


subjects with tho painters and sculp- 
tors, even In Roman art. Heracles 
as a child had no love for music and 
tilew his tutor, Linus, tho lute play- 
er. 
• 


• On the side of Mt. Clthnordn 
he 


met two beautiful goddesses. 
One 


was Arete,—Virtue; and tho other, 
Kakla—Vice. 
.They demanded that 


he should choose his path. Ho de- 
cided to follow Virtue and with his 
cliib and,his lion's skin ho had a 
hard time ever after. • 


He was married to Megara 
and 


was happy until. In a fit of madness 
sent by Here, ho seized his 
three 


children and throw them in tho tiro 
and kilcd his wife. 
For this deed 


he was made to undergo the twelve 
labors to which he had .already been 
(loomed. 
His first struggle is with 


the Nemean lion whoso shaggy hide 
was impenetrable^ 
Horaclca sgran- 


ules the beast. The lecturer believed 
that-this-myth had some allegorical 
significance and related to tho fierce 
struggle of tbo agriculturist with tho 
arid soil In that locality. 
Tho sam^ 


might bo said of tho struggle with 
tho Lcrnalan hydra. 
Tho supposed 


scene of this strlfo with tho three- 
headed snake was on marshy. ground. 
Sonio early ancestors conquered tho 
almost invlnclblo marsh, typified by 
the many headed 
snake 
because 


where the water was excluded in 
one place It was certain to reappear 
in another. 
Similarly in tho myth- 


ical pursuit of tho Erymanthlan bear, 
If one was to Interpret by this pros- 
aic method tho -boar might bo taken 
to typify tho wild mountain streams 
in Arcadia which disappear and re- 
appear in tho most unexpected plac- 
es In tho soil. 


Tho chaso to tho sources of ' the 


Danube of the stag with tho golden 
horns and hoofs of brass; the seiz- 
ure of tho girdle of Hlppolyto, tho 
queen of tho Amazons; the capture 
of tho stolen cattle of Geryon; 
tho 


setting up of tho pillars of Hercules 
on tho straits of Gibraltar, the adven- 
tures with the. nolscsomo birds of 
, tho Stymphallan lake, and other In- 
• cldents In tho life'of tho hero woro 
1 shown In tho reproductions of sculp 
turo and vaso work. 
• Eurystheus, whom Hero had made

IMMENSE REGION COMPARATIVE' 


LY LITTLE KNOWN. 


Whits Men Possess Only a Few Set- 


tlements Along the Coast 'and Some 
Farms on the Pampas—Some Hab- 
its and Traits of the Aborigines. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Less lu probably known about -the 


region called Patasonla—though no 
longer an Independent political unit— 
than about any other section of tno 
world—at least any other section so 
easily accessible. Tho region Is. nc 
co/dlng to all authorities. In, quite 
a primal state, and present;* many In- 
teresting features. 


1'ntogonla lies along the southern 


end of bur big sister continent, ex- 
tending from about the fortieth paral- 
lel to the Straltn of Magellan, and Is 
at the present tlmo supposed to bo 
nuout equally divided between Chile 
and Argentina. Its area Is not far 
irom •iOO.UOU square miles, and up to 
tuo last half-score of years It has been 
very little explored, except by Ger- 
man 
nnd 
Welsh 
ranchers. 
Vast 


tracts, particularly In the Interior of 
Patagonia, are as they v.-erc hundreds 
perhaps 
thousands of years ago. 


Within the last thirty ytfam. however, 
tlio development of this vast land has 
been rapid. 
Colonists from many 


countries have gathered therein, with 
the result that there are many largo 
farms scattered over the pampas, and 
.several settlements along the coast. 


There Is no question but that this 


country has boon Inhabited for ages 
by man, and scientist*! agree that 
Patagonia was the last stopping place 
ot the monsters whoso- bones alone 
'remain with us. Here roamed for the 
last countries) of his life the mighty 
Mylqdon, nnd others of scarcely less 
clzo preceded him over tuo pampas 
and In the caves of tho Cordillera. 
Nor Is It probable that Patagonia has 
changed to any appreciable extent 
Blnco the continent of which It Is ,a 
part was formed. 
No traces remain 


01 anything but a nomadic, population, 
not different from tho Tehuelchcs of 
to-day. There arc no ruined cities; 
not even'an adobo wall remains to toll 
of those who hnve_ gone. 


The natives of Patagonia wore prob- 


ably first mentioned by Magellan In 
1520. He and his men colled them, 
"Patagon," or big feet, from which 
word the name of the country Is de- 
rived. All. the natives are of If.rgo 
sire, most of them being over six feet 
In height. They aro a finely developed 
race, though their lower limbs aro 
rather dwarfed, through centuries of 
riding, and It la said that a Tehuolcho 
would 'rather ride fifty miles than 
walk two.- They seem to'be Indige- 
nous to this land—at least' all tradi- 
tions of their arrival In Patagonia are 
lost, and ethnologists, consider them 
aiilchtothoncs—coexistent 
with the 


land. 
Stories of their savagery ova 


false, according to Copt. Lee, who 
has lived among them, and who naya 
they are hospitable to a last degree. 
They llvo lu brush *or hide-covered 
IIOUHPS, and though 
belonging to a 


very low grade oMinmamty, are hon- 
est and kind to their aged and Infirm. 


From the natiiro of their land, Its 


abundance of game, etc., they aro no- 
mads.' depending almost entirely upon 
the chase as a'means of sustenance. 
They have no farms and do very little 
trading- with the whites of coastwise 
nettlements, save to exchange hides 
and other products of the chase .for 
whisky. This last and smallpox, also 
received frosn tho' white niaii, have so 
decimated the Tohuelches that tho 


-end 
of this'century will very probably 


see the end of them. They do not 
mingle readily with whites, or'.with 
the Onas of Tlerrn del Fuego, while 
their'standards of morality and 
tho 


ptrengtli of family ties aro very. high. 
They still uec Hint knives for skin 
inn;: their gome, rarely adopting the 
Etcol knives to ho bought at the set-

tially Indian. Matrimony amonir thorn 
becomes a matter ot money, or rather 
of horHOM, for tho girl l>i bought with 
so ninny animals. 'Her parental pos- 
sessions and tho number of brothers 
she has constitute the standards of 
value, for a /;lrl whoso father oxvns 
two hundred horses Is obviously more 
valuable than one whose paternal an- 
cestor owns a couplo of dozen. It Is 
also tho cnBtom for the nrotrtii to give 
ecch of the brldo's brothers from one 
to three horse:!.- and In a country 
where thu precepts 
of President 


Itoosevclt are eo literally cdhored to, 
brothers are not uncommon. -They 
Imvo no particular ceremony uniting 
the two other than tho exchange of 
guts and a huge feast, to which every 
ono is Invited.

tion, the gifts of horses, dogs, etc., go 
to the wife. When ho so desires, and

1 SEA. 


Would Open to Commerce dreat Re- 


gions of Africa. 


French engineers liavtr declared-It Is 


perfectly feasible to convert thu desert 
of Sahara Into a vast lake, thus open- 
ing to commerco great regions of the 
interior of Africa, which can now only 
be readied by long,, tedious and dan- 
gerous caravan Journeys.' They say 
that a large portion of tho desert 
lies below the level of tho Atlantic, 
and that by.digging a canal to let In 
the waters of the ocean the great 
change could bo effected easily and at 
a. cost which would be small com- 
pared to the benoflts which would ac- 
crue. 


It the whole desert lay below the 


level of tho Atlantic't'ao Hooding of It 
would create a sea more than four 
times as' big ns tho .Mediterranean; 
but as the Sahara is Composed at ele- 
vated plateaus, mountain ranges and 
depressions, only" a part'would bo cov- 
ered with water when the waves'of 
the ocean wero let In, and tho new 
sea thus formed would bo an Irregu- 
lar body of wate.r, probably of about 
tho same size as ^the Mediterranean. 
Great commercial cities would at onco 
spring up on Its shores and trado and 
civilization Mtrlkc at onco to tho heart 
of Africa. Tlio sea of Sahara may 
never become a reality, but, In any 
event, It Is. a gigantic and pleasing 
dream.
